OUT OF MARINES 
AND SENTENCED 
109 MONTHS

PARRIS ISLAND, S.C., Aug. 
4 (AP)—Marine Staff Sgt. Mat- 
thew C. McKeon was ordered | 
kicked out of the Marine Corps, | 
reduced to private and confined 
at hard labor for nine months 
for the drowning of six recruits 
last April 8. 

The Marines in the court- 
room gasped as the court mar- 
tial president, Col. Edward L. | 
Hutchinson, read the sentence. | 

McKeon, standing at atten- 
tion, seemed to slump wearily 
as he heard the words. 

The seven-man court-martial 
panel—six Marines and a Navy 
doctor — required four hours 
and 15 minutes to agree on a 
sentence. 

McKeon technically was 
given a bad conduct discharge, 
which is less than honorable, 
was fined $30 a month for nine 
months and given nine months 
at hard labor. 

As the jury left the room. 
McKeon was asked how he felt 
about the verdict. His eyes 
filmed with tears and he spread 
his hands in a gesture of help- 
lessness. He seemed unable to 
get any words out. 

“No comment, let’s get out 
of here,” Defense Attorney 
— Zola Berman said brusk- 
Vy. 

The 3l-year-oid former drill | 
instructor was convicted last 
night on two minor counts 
growing out of the drowning of 
six Marine recruits on a night 
march last April 8. 

The jury cleared him of man- 
slaughter charges last night 
after deliberating more than six 
hours. He was convicted on 
charges of negligent homicide 
and violation of a general order 
against drinking on duty. 

Just before the jury retired, 
Defense Attorney Emile Zola 
Berman of New York City 
pointed out that McKeon had a 
clean record to date and was a 
“dedicated and good Marine 
... 4 man of famity and’ a man 
of deep religious devotion.” He 
also asked for leniency, calling | 
attention to the seven weeks | 
McKeon spent in prison imme-_ 
diately after the tragedy. 

Negligent homicide is a mis- | 
demeanor carrying a maximum | 
one-year sentence; violation of 
a general order is a felony with | 
a maximum two-year sentence. 

In addition to clearing the 
sergeant of manslaughter, the 
seven-man court-martial also 
acquitted him of oppressing | 
troops and drinking in front | 
of a recruit. | 

Automatic Review. | 

The verdict automatically | 
will be reviewed by the office | 
of the Secretary of the Navy. | 

McKeon admitted drinking | 
before he marched his unruly | 
platoon 71 into marshy Ribbon | 
creek April 8. Seventy-four 
youths began the hike that 
ended in death for six of them. 

The court delibérated six | 
hours and 48 minutes yesterday | 
before returning the verdict. 

McKeon, a career Marine 
from Worcester, Mass., stood 
rigidly at attention as he heard | 
the favorable part of the ver- 
dict. His face betrayed no emo- | 
tion. * 
His wife, Betty, 28, wept and | 
then smiled. She had _ stood | 
loyally by him through the 18- | 
day trial. She expects the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP) 


'—The Atomic Energy Commis- 


sion today granted a “condi- 
tional” permit for construction 
of a controversial $40,500,000 
nuclear power plant near Mon- 
roe, Mich. 

Proposals for construction of 
the plant, a “fast neutron 
breeder” type, have been criti- 
cized on the ground that it 


might prove unsafe. 


However, the AEC said that 


before an Operating permit is_ 


issued the commission “must be 
thoroughly satisfied that the) 
reactor can be operated ‘with- 
out undue risk to the health and | 
safety of the public.’” | 
The commission said it noti- 
fied the Power Reactor Devel-| 
opment Co. of Detroit, a private | 
erginization which was granted 
the permit, that it believes the 


safety problems “can be re- 
solved within a reasonable | 
time.” 


The development company is 
composed of 26 industrial con- 
cerns, more than half of which 
are utility companies. 


The AEC permit specified 


that the atomic power plant be 


constructed no sooner than | 
Dec. 15, 1959, and no later 
than Dec. 15, 1960. 

The plant will be designed 
to produce 100,000 kilowatts of |

ISLAND RENAMED | 
| WHERE STATUE OF 
LIBERTY STANDS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower's signa- 
ture today officially gave a new 
name to the island on which 
the Statue of Liberty stands. 

The island, located in New 
York Harbor, will hereafter be 
known as Liberty island. 

It’s most recent name was 
Bedloe’s island, but it has been 
known variously as Minnissais 
(Indian for lesser island), Hore, 
Great Oyster, Oyster, Bedloo, 
Love, Kennedy's Corporation, 
Bedlow's and oe’s. 

Daring the 1885-90 campaign 
by the old New York World to 
raise funds for the base upon 
which the statue stands, the 
island was known as Liberty 
island. AuguSte Bartholdi, 
sculptor of the statue, also re- 
4 ferred to it as Liberty island.

Yesterday's action was taken 
after several months of study 
by the freeholders on various 
types of municipal governments 
and after a series of hearings at 
which political scientists, gov- 
ernmental authorities, city offi- 
cials and citizens expressed 
their views. 

The final action was unanj- 
mous, but on an earlier motion, 
while the board sat as a com- 
mittee of the whole. two of the 
freeholders refrained from vot- 
ing on the question 

No Discussion on Action. 

The action, both by the com- 
mittee of the whole board and 
by the board itself, was taken 
without discussion

George L. Stemmler criticized 
the lack of debate on the 
subject. 


Before putting the matter to 
a vote, Stemmler asked several 


times for discussion, but no 
comment was offered. 
“I had hoped that after a 


complete study of the various 
forms of government, we might 
have a full and complete de- 
bate,” he said. “I had hoped 
that some member would have | 
introduced a resolution for the 
council-manager form of gov- 
ernment so we could have had 
such a debate.” 

The only _resolution  intro- 
duced, however, was the one 
which the board adopted to di- 
rect its efforts toward building 
a charter around a framework 
providing for a mayor and a 
legislative body. 

Stemmiler Indicates Stand. 

Stemmler, one of the two 
freeholders who did net vote on 
the resolution while it was be- 
ing considered in the committee 
meeting, said he thought the 
city “is ready for an advanced | 
type of government.” The other 
member who refrained from 
voting was Mrs. Conrad Som- 
mer. Both supported the action, 
however, when the committee 
meeting had closed and the 
freeholders sat as an official 
board. One member, William 
Webb, was absent. 

Speaking about the lack of 
support for a city manager type 
of government, Stemmler said, 
“I feel we have missed an op- 
portunity to provide a new and 
better form of government. 

“I know other members of 
the board feel that the city- 
manager type is more advanced, 
but have expressed the opinion 
they didn’t feel the people of 
the city are ready for such a 
change. 

“I think the people are. The 
city is on the march. It is mak- 
ing great progress. As I en- 
vision it, the city is ready and 
waiting for an advanced system 
of government. I feel the 
council-manager form is such a 
government.” 

Chairman Explains Vote. 

He explained he voted for the 
mayor-council form on the final 
vote “because I do not contend 
that the kind of government the 
board has chosen to provide 
will not be adequate.” 

“The. position of the chair- 
man in opposition to the re- 
mainder of the board would not | 
be a happy ané,” he said, “I 
hope I have done what I hope 
all members of the board will | 
do—stand unanimous once a/ 
majority decision is obtained.”

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Fight at the Water-Hole 


The United States’s authority to develop water 
resources in the West would be profoundly 
affected by a bill which, though it only went 
through committee in the Eighty-fourth Con- 
gress, will be sure to be pressed in the Eighty- 
fifth. The measure, seeking to prevent Federal 
encroachment on states’ water rights, would 
open the way to unprecedented abridgements of 
Federal authority over waterways. 

Senator Barrett of Wyoming is the author of 
the bill. The new Secretary of the Interior, 
Fred A. Seaton, is for it. The Department of Ag- 
riculture favors it in principle, The Departments 
of Defense and Justice, and the Federal Power 
Commission, view it with grave misgiving. 

What, in a nutshell, is at stake in this most 
mixed and momentous controversy affecting 
such streams of history as the Columbia, the 
Colorado, and the Rio Grande? 

The semi-arid and therefore highly water- 
conscious Western states are in consternation, 
bordering on panic, over a United States Su- 
preme Court decision of June 1955. 

That decision said in effect that the Federal 
Power Commission could license the construc- 
tion of a power dam on a non-navigable stream 
wholly within a state, without reference to state 
laws, provided the project were on a reserva- 
tion which had been withdrawn as a power site 
by executive order of a President of the United 
States 

Justice Douglas. dissenting, declared this prec- 
edent could open the way to “vast dislocation 
in the economics of the Western states.” He 
pointed out that since 1887, at the latest, water 
rights on non-navigable streams of the West— 
including water rights licensed or exercised by 
the Federal Government—have been dependent 
on state law

Senator Barrett and members of the Senate 
and House who assoc ional theomecives with him 
in the were fearful that, since the 
1955 decision, Western water rights could

be wiped out at any time and in any amount by 
simple executive action. They seek legislation 
which will reassure them of their historic rights. 

The question is whether, in seeking to make 
secure rights thew have long held, they may be 
gras g for new a novel rights to which they 
should never aspire 

The Federal Power Commission has testified 
that the proposed legislation would nullify its 
licensing powers by giving the states absolute 


veto over projects 

The Department of Justice has testified that 
Hoover Dam, on the Colorado River, could not 
have been built if the Barrett bill had been in 
effect, since Arizona sought to stop it. Further- 
more, the department declared, the Glen Can- 
yon dam, a key part of the proposed Upper 
Colorado development project passed by the last 
Congress, could never be built if Arizona should 
object. 

Projects like the Colorado-Big Thompson di- 
version through the Continental Divide, never 
contemplated until recent years, would be im- 
possible under the proposed restrictions, the 
Justice Department held. The proposed law 
would permit the states to sue the Government 
over water rights. Colorado-Big Thompson oper- 
ates in 20 water districts of Colorado, each of 
which is subject under the water laws of the 
state to the jurisdiction of a different state 
court. Where could a trial of a suit possibly be 
conducted? 

. . . 

The Department of Defense has testified that 
military reservations in the West would be de- 
layed or obstructed in obtaining their water 
supplies, and hampered in their operations by 
having to obtain state approval before moving 
troops or taking any other military action which 
would alter the needs for water. 

Fish and wildlife conservation would suffer, 
along with national parks and monuments, be- 
cause their requirements are not recognized in 
the schedules of priorities on water set up by 
many Western states, the Department of Jus- 
tice declared. 

Confusion would reign, the Department of 
Justice also testified, in cases where a stream 
bordered two states, as do both the Columbia 
and the Colorado. In case of conflict, which 
state’s laws would apply? 

Senator Barrett has asserted that “it could 
take 30 years of litigation to know the full im- 
port” of the June 1955 decision of the Supreme 
Court. In seeking to redress the balance, he ap- 
pears to have written a bill which would not 
only reactivate the areas of old debate between 
the Federal Government and the states, but also 
create many new ones. How many years it would 
take to settle all these imponderables would be 
anyone’s sad and weary guess. 
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Last of the Boys in Blue 

Albert Woolson, who achieved fame by living 
to be the last of the Civil War boys in blue, has 
died at the age of 109 in his home at Duluth, 
Minn. He enrolled as a “volunteer private” at 
17 and although he served several months be- 
fore the war ended he was never in battle. 

His military funeral Monday will mark the 
final mustering out of what was one of the 
greatest and most spectacular armies of all time. 
It was an army of almost 3,000,000 men and it 
, fave a meaning to such names as Gettysburg, 
Vicksburg, Cold Harbor and Lookout Mountain 
as will nevere be forgotten. 

One of the three Confederate Army veterans 
,who survive Albert Woolson says he hopes “‘some 
day to meet him across the great river.” That 
sentiment is indicative of the spirit of friendship 
that finally replaced the extreme bitterness that 
persisted for so long after Appomattox. The 
ruffle of the drums, the three volleys and tHe 
sounding of taps for Albert Woolson on Monday 
will be equally in honor of the Blue and of the

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Backfire for Secretary Mitchell 

The technique for heading off an aggressive 
Secretary of Labor begins to look well estab- 
lished, The weekly newspaper of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce now reports on 
what Secretary James P. Mitchell is said to 
suggest in the way of a labor plank for the 
Republican party platform, and the Chamber 
states its opposition in advance. 

What is there about this technique of proph- 
esy-and-oppose which sounds so familiar? In 
1953 The Wall Street Journal got wind of a plan 
by the late Martin P. Durkin, the first Eisen- 
hower Secretary of Labor, to amend the Taft- 
Hartley law. The Journal’s advance report 
aroused strong business opposition. Mr. Durkin 
resigned from the Cabinet in short order. 

Now the Chamber of Commerce says Secre- 

_tary Mitchell wants a G.O.P. platform plank 
against state interference with union shop con- 
tracts. This implies opposition to the so-called 
“right-to-work” laws of 17 states. Mr. Mitchell 
is said to believe such a plank would attract 
labor votes for the Eisenhower Administration, 


as well it might. But little gift of prophecy is 
required to foresee that Mr. Mitchell might op- 
pose right-to-work statutes. He has opposed 
them all along. Therefore it seems that a 
backfire is being built in case the Secretary 
of Labor actually does what the Chamber pre- 
dicts he will do. 
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Where the Economies Were Made 

In announcing recently the final figures on 
the federal budget for the fiscal year 1956, 
which ended July 1, Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey did not emphasize one of the most 
interesting things about it. This is that the 
Eisenhower Administration, which took office 
on ‘promises of economy, spent more for civilian 
and domestic purposes last year than any ad- 
ministration before it. ‘ 

Expenditures for 1956 totaled nearly 66.4 bil- 
lion dollars, of which 43.1 billion went for ac- 
tivities connected with national security, inter- 
national affairs and finance. This left 23.3 
billion to be spent for all other purposes. Dur- 
ing the past six budget years, expenditures for 
these other purposes have run as follows (in 
billions of dollars): 


TRUMAN EISENHOWER 
1951 — — 17.9 a oe 
1952 — — 18.7 1955 — — 21.8 
1953 — — 21.7 1936 — — 23.3 


These figures make it quite clear that such 
economies as this Administration has achieved 
have been in the realm of defense and foreign 
spending. The last Truman budge., for fiscal 
1953, involved total expenditures of 74.2 billion, 
of which 52.5 billion went for defense and for- 
eign purposes. In three years, the Eisenhower 
Administration has cut the latter item down to 
43.1 billion but has succeeded in getting the 
grand total down only to 66.4 billion, which is 
just double what it was eight years ago. 

If the Korean war and its aftermath caused 
a doubling of the federal budget, however, the 
great expansion of production which accom- 
panied the defense expenditures has increased 
the country’s ability to support such a budget. 
The Treasury's income in fiscab 1956 went up 
so much faster than did expenditures that the 
budget was more than balanced. If we had to 
guess, we would say the big federal budget is 
here to stay. 
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What 5 Per Cent Would Do 


A plea for international action to stabilize 
world commodity prices was made by U.N. Sec- 
retary General Hammarskjold at a recent meet- 
ing of the Economic and Social Council. And he 
made a striking statement in support of his 
plea. He said: 

If the average prices of internationally traded 
food and raw materials were to go up only 5 
per cent, the underdeveloped countries of Asia, 
Africa and Latin America would receive an an- 
nual increase in income greater than what they 
are now receiving in all forms of international 
aid. 

Mr. Hammarskjold was not necessarily arguing 
for high prices of food and raw materials pro- 
duced by the underdeveloped countries. On the 
contrary, he pointed out that the gyrations of 
coffee and cocoa prices in recent years had 
served no discernible economic purpose. It is 
the extreme fluctuations, which benefit only the 
speculator, which he urges action to control. 

There are price stabilization agreements with 
respect to wheat, tin, olive oil and sugar, and 
Mr. Hammarskjold makes a good case for ex- 
tending the, principle to other commodities, In- 
dustrially, the world economy has been expand- 
ing during the last 10 years at a record rate, but 
this prosperity has not much improved the lot 
of the raw material producers who are still at 
the mercy of sharply fluctuating world markets. 
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Which Yardstick for Football? 


The Pacific Coast Conference code—under 
which four schools have been severely punished 
for paying football players—is described in a 
national magazine as being “like Prohibition.” 
It is held to be “unworkable because no school 
could field a nmfajor football team under its 
restrictions without cheating openly or covertly.” 
College authorities are criticized for enforcing 
these rules. It is even suggested that they did 
so only because of a team which their teams 
could not beat. : 

Since the magazine writer would not drop 
the amateur standard for college athletes but 
merely redefine it, this 1s logic-chopping with 
a vengence. He admits that players received 
not only free tuition and $100-a-month jobs 
under the code, but also sums from alumni and 
booster groups, and that so-called “blue-chip” 
players received additional payments in “the 
form of cash bonuses, bank accounts, payoffs 
on mortgages, three years’ rent for the player’s 
family, wardrobes, automobiles, paid-up insur- 
ance policies due on graduation, guarantees of 
postgradute professional-school scholarships, 
etc.” 

He is quite correct in describing the payments 
as dishonest.. The question is whether univer- 
sity authorities should take his advice and make 
them honest by loosening up the rules, or 
whether they should enforce the rules as they 
stand. There is nothing wrong about play for 
pay; nobody regards the owners of the Cardinals 
or the Yankees as hypocrites. But should 
schools be in the big-time sports business? 
Should the stadium and the field house over- 
shadow the lecture hall and the laboratory? 

Admittedly the players who attract a crowd 
of 75,000 may claim a share of the gate receipts. 
Admittedly those who follow a difficult course 
of studies and play only for fun will give the 
game less time than is required for professional 
perfection. But in the long run is it not a fraud 
on the young men themselves to lead them to 
attach more importance to the playing field 
than to the library? 

Is it not a fraud on those who support educa- 
tion—be it public or private—to turn out pol- 
ished football players rather than men who can 
serve the nation in the various fields in which 
learning is essential? And what about distort- 
ing the values of even those who do not play? 
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Housing Without Oaths 


The Public Housing Administration has finally 
ended the useless practice of requiring a loyalty 
oath from persons occupying federally-aided 
low-cost public housing. And high time, too. 
It is almost a certainty that no subversives ever 
were barred frgm public housing by the oath 
requirement. Why should they scruple at a 
mere oath? So the rule was as ineffective as 
it was unnecessary. 

More importantly, in the last three years at 
least 24 legal tests have gone against the oath, 
several courts declaring it: to be an unconstitu- 
tional violation of freedom of speech and of 
assembly. Two such cases were carried to the 
United States Supreme Court, but the court 
declined to review them. 

In any event the rule has passed. And in that 
‘passing may be seen another hepeful sign that 
the fear and frenzy of the last few years are 
giving way to reason and common sense.

The American buffalo, believed to 
have numbered 50,000,000 in 1850 and 
fewer than 50 head in 1900, is making 
a comeback. 

Our present buffalo p@ulation is es- 
timated at 25,000 head, of which almost 
half are privately owned, Thus, by per- 
centage, the American buffalo today 
is our fastest increasing major livestock. 


During the past eight years a small 
breeding flock, set free by Department 
of Interior workers in the unfenced 
Tanana Valley in interior Alaska, has 
grown to a flourish- 
ing open-range herd 
of about 500 head.

by breeding buffalo with beef-cattle 
bulls. This crossbreeding accentuates 
the hardy range characteristics of the 
bison and the superior meat qualities 
of such renowned beef bearers as Here- 
ford, Shorthorn and Aberdeen Angus. 

The development of any crossbreed 
is a slow and costly undertaking, and 
cattaloes must still be listed as experi- 
mental livestock. 


A healthy buffalo cow usually bears 
a calf annually for an average of twenty 
years, and some have been known to 
bear calves at twenty-six years of age. 

The buffalo calves, weighing thirty 
to forty pounds at birth, average about 
400 hundred pounds at the end of the 
first open-range year. They @sually add 
200 to 300 pounds during the second 
year. 

As a rule the females keep growing 
through the seventh year, the males 
through the ninth or tenth year. 

Buffalo cows usually: reach a weight 
of 1000 pounds. Mature bulls average 
1600, though a few reach 2000 pounds. 


The buffalo provides good meat, 
though the best is not often available 
for that purpose. Understandably, 
young or prime-age buffalo are rarely 
available for butchering. The surplus 
sold from government or private herds 
are usually the old-timers, frequently 
30 years old. Demands for breeding 
stock are so heavy that for any prime 
animal to be sold for meat is a rare 
occurrence, despite the fact that the 
meat is equal to the best steaks and 
roasts of any kind. 


Buffalo meat does not have as high 
a ratio of fine steaks as pure-bred beef. 


The meat recovery is a little higher, 
and the water loss is less. It was the 
ton-weight steer that made our West- 
ern beef famous from Laramie to Lon- 
don and beyond. 


A buffalo bull is about the only ton- 
weigher available nowadays, and buffa- 
lo is about the only high quality ma- 
ture meat left. 

Commercial beef now is generally 
young. Three-year-old steers are becom- 
ing scarcer and it is sometimes diffi- 
cult to obtain the two-year-olds. Baby 
beef—-the heavy-fed calf of from nine 
to 14 months old—is the big item in 
the select field. With high-protein 
feeds, ground alfalfa mixes, super-vita- 
mins and miracle drugs, it is profitable 
to grow and convenient to serve and 
cater. Nevertheless, there is still a 
great need for mature meat with a lot 
of flavor. 


The bison and cattle should not be 
regarded as competitive. Rather the 
buffalo’s prime value is that of consum; 
ing grass and benefiting our native 
ranges. Like other great resources, 
grasses require users in order to de- 
liver their potential values. Mown or 
grazed grasses provide the best pas- 
ture, the best soil anchorage, the most 
effective water conservation and the 
most useful products. Hence, the value 
of the buffalo. 


In the Wichita Mountains Game 
Refuge, adjoining the Fort Sill artillery 
range in southwest Oklahoma, on about 
half of its 60,000 acre area, the world’s 
second greatest buffalo herd thrives 
and multiplies on the largest remaining 
stand of native bluestem grasses with- 
out provision of feeds, shelter or min- 
erals. 


When this refuge was first estab- 
lished, the ranges and water had been 
ruinously overgrazed. While restoring 
the foremost “demonstratfon™ buffalo 
herd, it was likewise necessary to re- 
store the bluestems and other precious 
grasses. The-job has been accomplished 
so well that the refuge has become a 
mecca for students of grasses as well 
~ ta students of bison, longhorns and 
elk. 


This experiment has demonstrated 
that the supreme value of the buffalo 
is its service to our rapidly increasing 
grazing ranges. It is good livestock, and 
the quality of its meat at its best is sur- 
passed by no other animal. But it is 
as the greatest of all the range animals 
that its real value lies. 


The buffalo has a real contribution 
to make and has now been restored to 
a new position in our American econo- 
my, instead of remaining a vanished 
American, a sentimental relic of our 
country’s history. 


Make Penalties Equal

of the employes of the Laclede Gas Co. 
The men have returned to work, but 
the Governor will press his court action 
to impose penalties on them for having 
left their jobs. 

. Indeed the Governor, who thinks that 
corporations can do no wrong and that 
union workers are solely to blame in 
wage controversies, is casting about for 
more severe penalties to be imposed 
on strikers. He wants heavier fines put 
upon the local unions and their officers. 


Now that the men have gone back to 
work, negotiations have been resumed 
between them and the gas 
‘over - questions of union contract.

The 
company officials, can continue to be

Donnelly isn’t merely a union- 
buster, if he wants to see justice done, 
labor relations improved and strikes 
avoided or settled quicker, I can give 
him a suggestion::

NEW HORIZONS IN BUSINESS. edited by Jullus 

Hirsch. (Herper, 134 pgs., $3.) 

M. J. Moroney not long ago wrote: 
“Economic forecasting, like weather 
forecasting in England, is only valid 
for the next six hours or so. Beyond 
that it is sheer guesswork.” “New Hori- 
zons in Business” is an accumulation of 
some rather exciting economic fore- 
casts:-the future will show how well- 
informed and reliable they will be 
proven to be. 

According to Julius Hirsch the future 
is so bright that readers will need no 
small degree of self-restraint not to run 
to the next automobile dealer and 
order a new car or to apply for a 
helicopter dealership. In the next two 
decades, the forecast says, Americans 
will double today’s output. Our living 
standards will be about two-thirds again 
as high as at present. A work week 
of about 35 hours is anticipated. 
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According to this hook neither Mal- 
thusianism nor Neo-Malthusianism has 
any validity. The American people will 
have adequate food, clothing and hous- 
ing; the great majority will own their 


. houses and many people will own cars 


and even helicopters, but also recre- 
ational and educational facilities will 
become more plentiful. 


The main factors responsible for this 
rosy future are our rapidly growing 
population, and our success in making 
two and three blades grow where one 
grew before; in other words, our im- 
mensely increasing productivity and 
the development of science in its tech- 
nical application to industry. However, 
some of these factors could turn into a 
curse. If the growth of productivity 
were to proceed more quickly than the 
demand for goods and services we 
would face the threat of unemployment.

The Government has in its arsenal 
some potent means to fight: unemploy- 
ment resulting from excess productiv- 
ity; but the latter could also be pre- 
vented from upsetting the economy by 
educating people to consume more and 
better things. The consumer can be 
encouraged to practice more rapid ob- 
solescence by discarding old goods for 
new at shorter intervals. But there is 
also automation to be considered. It 
will tend to create technological unem- 
ployment. Whether shortening the 
work week can take care of this prob- 
lem remains to be seen. 


This is, no doubt, an optimistic book, 
and there is nothing wrong with writ- 
ing hopeful books. People rather like 
to read them. It fits in nicely with 
the prevailing mood of the country. But 
this could be its shortcoming. Seren- 
dipity—the knack of gpotting and ex- 
ploiting hopeful signs encountered acci- 
dentally while searching for something 
quite different—can be a valuable as 
well as a dangerous art in -searching 
for new horizons in business.

A spokesman for 
line—yesterday explained that 
the known dead are those 
whose bodies were recovered or 
who died in hospitals. The pre- 
sumed dead are those whose 
presence aboard either ship has 
been confirmed and who were 
known to have been in the col- 
lision area. The 27 of the un- 
accounted for, all passengers of 
the Andrea Doria, were on the 
ship’s original passenger list 
but their names did not appear 
on the rescue rosters. 

Yesterday the Italian Line re- 
ceived a letter from Mayor 
Richardson Dilworth of Phila- 
delphia who was a passenger on 
the Doria at the time of the 
collision. 

He praised the work of the 
Doria’s officers and crew mem- 
bers and inclosed two checks. 
one to a fund to aid needy 
members of the Doria crew and 
the other for two stewards and 
a stewardess “who helped us.” 
He added that he and his wife 
had “nothing but good to say, 
about the conduct of the Doria 
crew.

Treasury Changes Order to 
Permit New Transactions 
—Freeze Still On. 


WASHINGTON, 
—The United States Govern- 
ment late yesterday eased a 
bar on American dealings with 
the Egyptian government to 
permit new trading and busi-| 
ness transactions with Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser’s 
regime. 

By its action the ‘Treasury 
Department’ disclosed that its 
freeze of Egyptian government 
and Suez Canal-Co. assets in 
this country, announced Tues- 
day, went further than it origi- 
nally appeared. Nationalization

license. The official said dip- 
lomatic properties were not 
affected. 

He estimated that Egyptian 


government and Suez Canal Co. 
assets in this country amounted 
to “around $60,000,000.” 

The new order does not 
affect this freeze on money and 
property in the United States 


but does lift the provision to 
permit trading. However, the 
old assets must not be used 


and any new transactions must 
involve new money, the official 
told reporters. 

Yesterday’s order also per- 
mits American ships using the 
canal to pay tolls or other 
charges to the Egyptian gov- 
ernment but provides that the 
payment must be made with 
this phrase 

“Under protest and without 
prejudice to all rights of recov- 
ery or otherwise.” 

Asked as -to the meaning of 
the words “without prejudice 
to all rights of recovery,” the 
official said this would permit 
a shipowner possibly to be pro- 
tected in event it was even- 
tually determined the amount 
should have been paid to the 
canal company rather than the 
Egyptian goverhment. He said 
that if subsequent events clarify 
canal company ownership of 
the waterway and rule out the 
Egyptian government seizure, 
then the shipowner could have 
a claim against Egypt. 

The official said this phrase 
was included at the request of 
the State Department. There 
was no further explanation.
